On tbo night of Nov. 7, 1S7C, Mullin and 
Hughes, two Chicago thieves, made an un- 
successful attempt to steal tho body o£ tho 
late President Lincoln. 
Tho marble sarco- 


phagus in which it was enclosed, find which 
was exposed to tho view of visitors through 
tho iron grating on tho north sido of tbo 
monument was forced opon and tho coflln 
taken out, but at this point tho robbors woro 
interfered with by certain persons secreted 
iu tho monument, who had received inform- 
ation that tlio robbery was to bo attempted. 
Since that time tho public mind has boen in 
a state o£ uncertainty ns to tho real resting 
placo of tho martj'r'ri body, a report huvins 
gone out that it was not returned to tho sar- 
cophagus after tUe attempted robbery. 


All tho mystery thnt has attached to tbo 


matter is now cleared away. It appoars that 
the body was replaced ia tho sarcophagus 
and remained tlioro for about a week. Tho 
members of tho association, however, felt 
that it was insecure, and it was subsequently 
removed to a place of greater safety. Finally 
tlio Lincoln guard of honor, which is com- 
posed of some of tho bost known and most 
highly respected citizens of Springfield, was 
organized, nnd ono of tho duties of this asso- 
ciation has boon to sacredly guard tho body 
of tho dead president. 


During tho month of November, 1S7S, tho 


members of tbo guard, with their own hands, 
prepared a vault within tho monument Cor 
tho body. An excavation ivns made in tbo 
oarth about thirty feet south of the sarco- 
phagus, and tho body was safoly deposited 
therein and tho mouth of tho excavation 
closed. 
Tho atmosphere at tho point where 


tho excavation was made was almosta tilling 
and 
tlio 
work 
was 
prosecuted 
at 


diu'creub times during tho stillness of the 
night, with no human eye to witness it, save 
: huso who were assisting in tho labor of lovo. 
Twudrsys nftot* tho funeral of Mrs. Lincoln, 
in July, 1SS-;, her body was taken by tbo 
guard and laid beside ih.it of her husband. 
Tbo inomlwrs bound themselves by tho sol- 
emnity of an oath not Co roveal what had 
boon dono until tbo proper time, and that 
tiino has now arrived. 


Thursday both of the bodies woro taken 


by tho Lincoln 'guard of honor, in tbo pres- 
ence of 
tho Monument association, and 


placed in a now receptacle prepared for 
them. TnLs receptacle is in tho oarth, near 
whoro tho sarcophagus has long stood. 
It 


has on tho bottom twelvo inches of cement, 
and hns doublo walls of brick. Tho entrance 
to it, now that tho bodies have been placed 
in their flaal rfistiag placo, is coinontod ovor, 
and this will in Lime becomo as solid us 
rock. 


After this work had been completed tho 


bodies woro formally turned ovor by tho 
guard to tlio Monument association, and ac- 
cepted by it. Boforo buing finally'entombed 
the body of Lincoln was exposed and idonti- 
fi3d. Tho hair and board have fallen oil and 
tho faco is discolored, but tho contour is still 
perfect and tho face is satd to strongly ro- 
somble that of tho bronzo statuo on tho 
monument.

Mr. Whitman described theso things 
so that tho audience could fairly soo thorn. 
"In truth it was a comedy, almost force,"

The iibuvo remark is frequently made ia 


connection with newspapers, and a too fre- 
quently meant as n slur. On tha contrary, 
under proper circumstances, it should be re- 
garded .-is a compliment of a high character. 
Tha same paper may bo ably edited with the 
pen and miserably edited with tbo scissors. A 
mistaken irioa prevails tbat tbo work of the 
latter is mere child's play, a sort of bit or 
miss venture, requiring bardiyj nny brains 
and still less judgment; tbat the promiscuous 
and voluminous clippings are sent in batches 
to iba fore-man, nnrt with that the editor's 
duty ends and tbat of tho foroman begins. 


Iiktrad of tbis, tbo work requires much 


care and attention, with a keen comprehen- 
sion of. : be fact tli.it each day's paper has its 
own iiM-ds. The excbiingo editor is a pains- 
ta'.dng, conscientious, methodical man, al- 
ways on tbo alert, quick in appreciation, re- 
tfr.tivc- in memory, sbrcwd in discernment. 
He reads closely, culls caxofu'.ly, omits and 
iin-.ends, discards and digests, novci1 ignoring 
tbe fact that variety is a great essential. 
There are sentences to recast, words to soften, 
redundancies to prune, errors to correct, 
headings to bo made, credits to be given, sea- 
sons to be considered, alliaities to bo pre- 
served, consistencies to bo respected. 
He 


knows whether tho matter is fresh or stale, 
whutlier it is appropriate, and whether hobos 
uswl is before; he remembers tbot he is cater- 
ing for ninny tastes; ho makes raids in cvcry 
dh'cctiim; bo luy» the whole newspaper field 
under contribution; bo persistently '-boils 
down,'' which with him is not a process of re- 
writing, but a happy faculty ot expunging 
without destroying sense or continuity. 


His genius is exhibited in the department, 


tho items of which aro similar ar.d cohesive— 
in tlio suggestive heads ar.d sub beads, in the 
sparkle tbat is visible, in tbo sense of gratifi- 
cation which tho reader derives.

paper can be exclusively original; it would 
dio oi ponderosity. Life is too short, and 
bcr.cefnn embargo must bo laid npoii tho 
genius of its rivals. A bright clipped articlo 
is infinitely better than a. stupid contributed 
articlo.
